Arms Imported ftom San Francisco— 
■. $Iie Killing: of Carter Said to 
'<-yf ' Be Premeditated. 

; VVfei'ilNOTON, Fob. 12. — Senator Kyle 
thl»'^brning received in the mail from 
Hawaii a letter from William B, Castlo, 
one ^1', the former oommissioiiera^of .tliat 
country',' to the United States, which' con- 
tains a yaat amount of matter relating to 
the recent upriaing of tho |tcyaliats and 
some oomments upon tho troublo and the 
course of tho government in the matter of 
the.- punishment of those who may be con- 
i4;;o^.pfi<Uoipation in the oonspifaoy to 
ovS^liir^'vjf the republic. The letter bears 
date January 23, and proceeds to aivf an 
aooount of the uprising of Sunday, ifannary 
6. Mr. Castle expfe^aos no donbo that the 
oa^se of the zabellion was the desire of the 
Royalists to reinstate the Qaeen and he writes 
woald not have been brought about had it 
not been for the conviotion of the Queen's 
adherents that they would have the moral 
support, possibly tho actual asaistanco, of 
tho government at Washington. 

As to tho conspiracy Itaolf Mr. Castlo 
says it hao been duvolopod that tho princi- 
pal conRpirators are Moaars. Nowloio, 
Uulick, Rickarda and Mojjr Seward. The 
purchttBo of gun.9, piatola and other muni, 
ciona of war, it ia e xplained, wore procured 
in San Francisco by Mr. Widomann on tho 
tjueen'a comuiiaaiou, and "theoo thinga by 
the way" writea Mr. Caatle, "wore pur- 
chased by onu of tho Bona of 
Claua Spreckele, and while i 
not known whether ho or any 
of his family put any money into thia thing 
or had any other apeoiul intoreat therein, it 
is known ihit at loaat one of the young 
Spreckela while hero was engaged in aotual 
sympathetic contact with tho Royalists. 
These munitions were placed upon one of 
Spreokela' tugs, taken out of the harbor of 
San Franolaco and put upon the eohooner 
H. C. Wttlburg, owned in San Franciaco 
l^ajor Seward then returned and made 
arrangements for the landing of.,tbe8e things 
in a little harbor boat tiear the bold head > 
land of Diamond Head,, abont seven miles 
from Honolulu. 

Prior to the landing cf the arms a new 
constitution bad been prepared -'to be pro- 
mijil({»ted by the QaeeD,..Wbo also .prepared 
and signed oommisslons for a' li'ew .cabinet, 
'ibonsistiDB of C. W. Asbford, ' littorney.gen- 
^al ; S. Nowlein,- minister of the 'interior ; 
^ T. Guliok, minister b{i iSiianai ; and B. 
':W. Wilcox, minister of foreigii aiiOfairs 
H. Kickard was to be •r'iwajrded by bol?g 
made marehalj A. 8. Qlegbdrn, the father 
of ^aiulanl, was' oommistioned as governor 
of 0ahu ; J. H. Nawahi, governor of ' Ha- 
waii ; and tho two two so-called Prinoea 
woro to bo governors of Maui and Kau re- 
spectively. 'V. V. Ashford and A. Rosa, 
notoriouely unfit men, wero to bo made 
judges (probably of tho circuit or trial 
conrti ) A proclamation of martial Uw was 
prepared andarrangementa made toarreat and 
dispoae of a largo number of prominent 
citizene, mon cf tho highegb and most re- 
spectablo character, and alao to provide for 
the confiscation cf their property. 

In regard to the shooting of Mr. Carter, 
Mr. Caatle says : " My own belief ia that 
he had been intentionally selected in the 
fnrtheranoe of a tbreat that in osse 
of any nprising all of the annexation 
commissioners would be slaughtered. He 
dojlared that the statement that Mr. Carter 
was there as an idle apootator is absolutely 
false and wicked. He was there as a bravo 
man In the discharge of his dnty, and was 
killed in the defence of law and order. Tho 
letter ends with a deaoription of tho per- 
aonnel of tho conapiratora. 

Mr. Thurston, tho Hawaiian minister, has 
received an oliicial communication from bis 
govoriiment Ht&ting that up to January ,'50 
tho court martial which in trying tho Instir- 
rectionists at Honolulu, has rendered de- 
cisions In 22 oases. Sentonces of capital 
punishment have been delivered in tho c-iaes 
of R. W. Wilcox, Samuel Nowlein. H F. 
Hertiomann, C. T. Gulick, \V. H. 
Riokard and W. T. Seward. The 
othora were aentcncod to various terms of 
imprisonment) as followfi; T. H. Wilker, 
life imprisonment ; W. H. Craig and Louis 
Marshall, twenty years ; Thomas Poole, 
Robert Patau, Bipikano and Joseph Clake, 
ten years ; Kaouai and Kiakahi, eight years ; 
Abraham, (even years, and W. C. Line, J. 
C. Lane, Lot Lane, Kaliona and W. Widdi- 
fiold, five years. Fines in addition to the 
imprisonment were imposed in a number of 
cases. All of the sentences are snbject to the 
approval or dlaupproval of Preaident Dole. 
Tho court murtial is being presided over by 
AuBtin Whiting, a Boaton lawyer, who was 
attornuy general of the islands and has 
hccn for Huvorul years looal oironit jndge at 
Honolulu. 

Mr. Thurston has received ccnfirmation 
of tho report that it waa tho H. C. Walberg 
which cleared from San Francisco Novem- 
ber 2'.i that imported the arms used in tho 
ineurrectiou. The contract with Captain 
Davis was that ho should land 1,000 stands 
of arms. Of these the governmont has cap- 
tured only a liktle more than 300. 

A letter received hero from Honolulu 
says: "There ia tho moat intenao feeling 
among the best olomont that some capital 
sentences should be imposed and carried 
out. The feeling does not seem to be that 
of revenge, but ia the oool judgment of 
those who went to the front that eomo 
oxampies are neoeasary to prevent a re- 
currence in fntnre of similar attempts. 
The loyal nativea are most strongly 
of this opinion. It is easy for 
a person who is not on the 
ground and In the fight to advooate 
cicmenoy: It is difliculb to give an ad' quate 
idea of the intenaity of tho feeling existing 
hero, oBpoolally among wives and mothers." 

Ono cf tho loiters received her* says that 
some of the dynamite bombs wero made of 
ooaooanut eholls from which the meat had 
been taken,

'"LA GA8C0ONE." 

Th«>ChIef Englneer'a-Story of the Accl(}.ent— 
Impoaiible to llatt|i),BepaIr> Owing 

New York, Feb. 12. "-Eugene Martin^ 
tho chief eil'ginoor of La GAioogne, baa been 
with tho Compagcie General Tranaatlantique 
fortwolveyears, Hetookohargeof theeDginea 
of La Gaaoogne five years »go. When aeon 
aboard the nteamer this morning, he said : 
V La Gaacogne left Havre January 26, and 
proceeded without incident nntil 10-15 on 
^he morning of the 29 h. The' piston 
Irod of the, third intermediate oyllcder broke 
transveraoly, neoeesitating the immediate 
stoppage of the engines. The oylinder head 
was not blown out by the break, as is 
frequently the oaae in such acoidents. The 
ship lay to seventeen hours, while the dam- 
age was being repaired. La Gascogne's 
engines are of the gaadrnpie^ wpanaion 
type, this being lier scdohj Yoyage since 
the old triple- expansion set 'were taken out 
and replaced. Tha-'ttaird eyUnder la in the 
centre, and .tho/^'aonneiitwic- rod for 
that cylinder had ,t(>/^be! entirely disoonneot- 
ed from the orankijhaft. Besides this, the 
steam pipe oonneotioos leading to the cylin- 
der heid to be out o£f. The whole f jroe of 
eighty men were on duty while thia was be 
ing done. The ahip had bp«n steaming 
eighteen knots an hour with 62 revolutions, 
but the speed after the break was reduced 
to eleven knots at 40 revolutiooa. From 
January 29 to February 4 this spaed was 
maintained, but on tho latter date the 
bearings on tho crank abaft wore 
found to bo boated and worn, so 
that a now sot had to bo put in. 
Duplicate bearings wero on board and in 
ordinary weather it would have taken about 
'20 hours to remove tho old ones and adjust 
tho now onoa, but the weather was so bjd 
that it waa almost imposBible to make the 
noceseary acSjuatmonts and 48 houra wore 
oonaumed in aocompliahing the task. The 
ecginos again started and a speed rather 
loss than eight knots was maintained in 
order to avoid overheating the bearings. It 
will take about §5.(X)0 to repair tho damage, 
and five daya will probably be time enough 
in which to do it, 

PAiua, Feb. 12 —Tho newa of the safety 
of the La Gaacogne laat evening spread like 
wildfire throughont the city. In tho 
theatres, cafes and on tho boulevards 
wad tho sole topio of conversation. There 
is publio rpjoioiog at tho safety of the 
ship. The directors of the General Trans- 
Atlantic Steamship Company have voted a 
gold medal to Captain Bandoloo, of the 
steamer La Gascogne, and have adopted 
reaolutlons expressing their felioitationa on 
the skill, oonrage and sangfroid shown by 
him on tho perllooa voyage just ended. 
. New -YOBK, Feb 12 —The French line 
dock was the scene of groat rejoicing from 
'the earliest hour this morning. The friends 
of the passengers on the'La Qatcogne were 
at the dock from the peep of dawn and re- 
mained thero until the LaGisoogoe arrived. 
The joy of the waiting crowd over the news 
of their friends' safety was great. So great 
was the rush to go on the pier that persons 
admitted had to show evidence that they 
had friends on the steamahip. At nine 
o'clock there were abont 1,300 persona 
gathered about the entrance nnsbie to get 
to the dock. 

La Gascogne came slowly up to her dock 
from quarantine. On the way up the ofH 
oial report of the captain was obtained. In 
substance it says: 

" The delay was caused by the breaking 
of the piston, disarranging of the machinery 
andtempestnoua weatberailchrongbthe trip. 
Only one steamer waa passed and that was 
yesterday " 

A number of paasongen ipoke freely of 
the trip, All agreed in saying that it was 
an eventful ono, but there was never any 
real danger. As one pasBongor put it. — 

" We had more anxiety for friends on 
shore than for ourselves, for we knew that 
many would think the vessel lost. We paased 
the time pisyiog games." 

All passengers agreed in praising the con 
duot of the oaptato. When the voasel 
arrived at her dook tbe pier and, vicinity was 
black with people. As this'' steamer neared 
the pier cheer after oheer Went np from 
ttiousanda of throats. Relatives and 
friends of those on bo>rd went frantic 
with exoitemnt. Pretty girls climbed 
boxes and freightage on tbe 
pier to get the first glimpse of dear 
ones. As tbe vessel waa being warped into 
her berth a man with an American flig 
mounted on ono of tho highcat boxoa and 
waving it led in the cheering. The captain 
of tho voEsel was oheored time and again as 
alkod down the gang plank. Ho was 
followed by tho paaaongura, ond then pretty 
cirls hung around the necks of sturdy 
Frenchmen, making an emotional icons eel- 
dom, if over, equalled. Copt Poiret, of La 
Normandio, threw his arms around the neck 
of the captain of La Gasoogne,

London, Feb. 12.— The Official Gazette 
publiahea an order in council dated Febru- 
ary 2, giving eflfoct to article 47 in the aohe- 
dnled provisiona of the Behrlng aea award 
act, providing that on application a special 
lioenae ahall bo givon to the master or 
owner of any sealing vessel, providing that 
satisfactory evidence as to the fitneaa of the 
men employed is given, The license musb 
always be carried while sealing. Each sail- 
ing vessel is to carry a speoial flig ot which' 
tho size and color is Indicated. In ths 
event of a contravention of these regnla- 
tiona the license will be revoked. {Ths- 
order goes in force forthwith. 



CENTRAL AUEBIGAN TBADS. 

What Is Dolni: to Provide for Its Accommo- 
dation— Tbe Portland to Go on 
the Ronte. 



San Fhanclsco, Fob. 12.— The Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company is anxious about 
its businoaa ot tho Central American ports, 
since tho combination of Northern railroads 
announced that they would put a line of 
steamers along the coast from Mazatlan to 
Valparaiso, with the intention of di- 
verting tho coffee budnesg from Pan- 
ama to tho Sound, on its way to New 
York. The Northern combination have 
alre^dy secured several steamers well suited 
for tho trade, and agents are already in the 
field securing oontracta for delivering tlie 
coming coffee crop in tho ohief markets of 
tho world. Their success haa aroused tho 
Pacific Mall company, that has for years 
controlled tho carrying buainess of tho 
Central American and South American re- 
publica with such a high hand that a com- 
petitor was welcomed. 

Now they propose to cater to the trade to 
hold it, and the steamer Portland Is being 
fitted up to go on tho route from Mozatlun 
to give regaUr service at many of the amall 
ports that have been overlooked whilo the 
Pacifio Mail had tho busincBS all it> own way. 
Then they compelled the plontera to haul 
their coffee and other products to the porta 
they named. Now thoy promise tho plant- 
ers that they will go after their coffeo at 
any port thoy wish to name, whore they 
can get a steamer. The steamer Portland 
waa chartered a few days ago by tho com- 
pany, and, to mi^ke her uniform with tbe 
rest of the fleet, ner home port waa changed 
from the town after which aba waa named 
to New York. 



EPISCOPAL CHDEOH CONSTITDTION 

Special. Commlsalon to Bevlse the Canons- 
Sitting in New York. 

Nkw York, Feb. 12.— The commiaaion of 
twenty-one members, seven bishops, sevea 
priests and seven laymen, appointed at Ihe 
last general convention of tho Protoatanb 
Episcopal ohurch, to consider the revision of 
the constitution and canons of tho ohuroh 
and report what they deem neoesaary or ad-

Tho company haa oom- 
pletod a lease with tho B C- government for 
160 acroa for a term of yoara. The first 
clean- up ia aaiu to havo netted $-1 a day of 
six hours to the man. 

During tho soft weather in tho oarly part 
of the week enowsltdos at (Jlanwilliam 
delayed traina ou tho C.P-R, Tuesday 
mornlng'a mail arriving hero on Wednesday 
morning.

It ia predicted that before 
midsummer Rossland'a population will num- 
ber Briveral thomanda. Tho growth of Rosa- 
land will not bu depondeub on tho price of 
silver, aa Trail Ortek is u gold producing 
district. 

S. Smith, who ia to ba foreman of tho 
work for tho proteotion of tho river bank, 
arrived on Wodneodiiy.

PRBPBRBNTIAL TRADB. 

Xiae of tho most remarkable men of tho 
ago ia the Right Hon. Ceoll Rhodes, the 
South African statesman. Ho is doing on 
the African continent a great work, not for 
South Africa alone, but for the whole 
Kmpire of Great Britain. Mr. Rhodes ie 
▼ery far indeed from being provincial in his 
Ideas. He believes in South Africa, and he 
4b working for its prosperity and its 
aggrandisement, but his motto ia not South 
Africa for the South Africans, but South 
Africa for tho British Empire. In a speech 
which he made a short time afjo in Londoo 
lie told bis bearers that he wanted 
a olanse inserted in the Constitution 
of the New Country — the country under the 
jurisdiction of the South Africa Company — 
that the duties imposed on Brilmli ijood" 
sboaid nob exceed those now levied iu Citpe 
Colony. For some reason or other his pro- 
position was refased by the aathorities in 
Downing street, as Mr. Rhodes seema to 
think, because it savored of protection. But 
in his opinion it would have the opposite 
tendency. Its general adoption would 
establish a kind of protection which would 
be, in the long rnn, most benefioial both to 
Great Britain and her oolonies. What Mr. 
Rhodes has in view can bo seen from the 
following paeeago from his speech. After 
telling his audience that his proposal to im- 
pose duties for revenue only on " British," 
not imported goods, was rejected, ho goes ou 
to say : 

A propoaal canio from home ((ireat Brit 
ain) that I nhould put in worda to the cfiuol 
that tho duly on "imfortod goods" should 
nob exceed tho proaout CUpu tiriff. I de- 
clined to do that, beciuse I thought that iu 
tho future — perhapa "25 or 50 yuura hunoo — 
you might deul with tho Uuitod Statua as 
with a naughty child aud not akoriog the 
policy of liiif^land but saying : " If y(]u 
will keep ou this MoKinloy tarilT wu fur a 
period ahiU keep out your g)ud8-juat tho 
same as we go to war although we are not 
pleased with war. That is why I objocted 
to the iutroduotion of tho worda "irnportnl 
goode" and wished them to he Bri ibh goocia 
because England in the luture might adopi 
this policy and yet have a olanse in the 
constitution of one of her own oolonies which 
prevented it, 

Mr. Rhodes to show ths advantage of 
diacrimination in favor of Groat Britain on 
tlie part of a colony aaya that under tho Mo- 
Kinley tariff tho United States imports only 
£40,000,000 worth of British goods a year, 
while " in South Africa and Egypt where we 
have only 600,000 whites as much as £'li),- 
000,000 worth of British gooda is imported." 
Tho propor policy fjr Kagland then ia to 
cultivate her oolonies and to inoroaso her 
territory ar,d so by mutual arrangement both 
•honld receive all possible oommeroial bone- 
fid from the conneotion. Evidently what 
Mr. Rhodes aims at is preferential trade 
within the Empire. He said to his English 
audience : 

You have done a wise thing, therefore, in 
remaining in Kgypt and in taking Uganda, 
and you have lu thiwik your [)roaenl Prime 
Miniatcr fur that. In ono yo:ir that man 
has done thiu iigninai tho fieling ( f ulcnoat 
hia entire party, which ooinprisea ihn lit'le 
Englandera— he has taken Uganda and re- 
tained Egypt, and tho retention of ligyut 
meaus tho rolnntion of an open marliut f ir 
your gooda. Your trade ia tho world and 
your life is the world, and not EngUnd. 
ithat is why yon must deal with these (|uob- 
tlODS of expansion and retention in the 
world. . • AH these big questions 



remember oome from little things. If you 
carry that clause in the Constitution of 
MaCabeleland you do not know how lb will 
spread, the basis being that your goods 
shall not be shut out from the markets of 
the world. That clauao will extend from 
Matabelelaud to Manhoualand, throughout 
Africa ; and then perhapa Australia and 
Canada may oonaider the qaestion. 

Tho idea of a olcse oommerolai union be- 
tween the difTerenb countries which oom- 
poee tho British Empire is ono woll worthy 
the most serious o iDsideration of all truo 
BrltODS who desire the maintenance and the 
increase of tho greatness and the wealth of 
that Empire. 

SIGNS OF PROORBSS. 

Nothing pleases the opponents of the Gov- 
ernment so muob as to see the Dominion 
disparaged and traduaod. When thoy 
imaijiue that their petty party interests are 
at stake they are ready to belittle and belie 
their country. To hear their speeches and 
to rend their newspaper articles it might bo 
supposed that Canada had been going back- 
wards during tho lasb fifteen years or so, 
and that it is now on tho verge of ruin. Oao 
has only to examine the publio records to 
be convinced that the very opposite of this 
has been the case. Those records show 
that this Dominion since the National Policy 
han been in operation has progressed very 
materially in every direction. Tho following 
tabular atatemont, compiled for us by a pat- 
riotic friend, will give overy intelligent per 
sen who examines it a fair idea of tho rale 
at which the Dominioa has prospered since 
the Conservatives bad the direction of its 
public afifalrs. It shows that Canada's trade 
haa very greatly expanded, that the imports 
aro (ji) per oout, greater now than they 
were when tho Cirits weto driven from 
power and that tho exporta had inoreased 
GO por cent. Some of the exports have 
inoreased wonderfully. Cheese, for in- 
stance, has inoreased in quantity 191 per 
cent, and in value 257) per cent. The ex- 
port of cattle has increased 400 per cent, 
and agricultural products, exolusive of 
ohecao and cattle, G2h por cent. Yet we 
are told in the face of this groat inoreasa 
that the Miitional Polioy has gone a long 
way towards raining the farmers of the Do- 
minion I 

Then, as to the progress of the business 

ommunity. This is shown by an inoreaso 
of 79 per cent, in the Hknk oiroulation and 
19.3 per cent, in Bkak deposits. Tho in- 
crease in life insurance has been 420^ per 
cent. All this showa that the DoroinioQ 
has gone ahead at a good pace since the 
Liberals were elsoted to stay at home. 
With respect to commerce generally, 
about which there haa been so much loud 
and dismal howling, sea tonnage has in- 
creased Ul per cent., coasting tonnage 12 .'1 
per cent. , tonnage in inland waters 60 per 
oint. In the mileage of railways there has 
been an increase of 131 per cent., in passen- 
gers carried an increase of 125 per cent., and 
in freight carried by railways, inoreaao of 
175 por cent. In the businoes dono by the 
Post Odioe — a sure indication of progress — 
the increase in letters and post cards has 
been 145 per oent., and in newspapers and 
parcels 111 per oent. 

Tho impartial reader must seo from the 
following figures that those who havo been 
trying to create the impression thatC:inada, 
since the National Policy waa eatabliehed, 
has been on the high road to rain richly de- 
serve to be olassed among the " bad birds " 
who fonl their own nest :

A NEW POSSESSION. 

The account which Mr. Cecil Khodoa, in 
his late London speech, guvo of tho growth 
and extent of the latest addition to Great 
Britain's possessions In South Africa is ex- 
ceedingly interesting. Matabeloland and 
Maahonaland havo boon explored, settled 
and subjugated without adding u pound to 
tho e.xpeuaea of tho Imperial Government. 
The rapidity and tho thoroughness with 
whiob tbe important conquest was made by 
a few " adventurers " will always excite 
wonder and admiration. Describing this 
territory of tho British South African Com- 
pany, Mr. Rhodes said : 

If wo pass from that (the country North 
of the Zimbesi) lo tho South, wo first oomo 
to Matabeloland and Maahonaland. There 
wo had great difiijultiea in tho past. Wu 
had a oharler but not a country. We had 
to go in and occupy Maahonaland with tho 
consent of tho Maahnnas, and then wo had 
to deal with the Matabelo. At presout 
ihoro ia civilized governiuout over tho whole 
of that territory, Wo ulao poaaosa tho land 
and minerals, and from a eoutimental point 
of view I will say Ihia — that 1 viaitocl the 
territory the other day and saw nearly all 
the ohiofa of tbe Matabele and I may say 



that thoy are all pleased and naturally so. 
lu the past they had always walked 
delicately, because anyone who got to any 
position in tho country and becimo rich 
was generally smolb out aud lost 
his life. You can understand that 
life is nob very pleassnt unler 
those conditions. In so far as the bulk of 
bho people were conoornoii, they wore nob 
ollowed to hold any oaUlo or to poesjaa any- 
thing of ibcir own. Now they Cku hold 
cattle and tho leaders h( the people know 
that they do cut Vt-alk daily with the fear of 
death over them. We have now occupied 
tho country, wiilch 1 think we administer 
fitirly, and iii tliat territory also we posseflS 
lands and ininerats. 

With respect to the extent of tbe new ter- 
ritory, Mr. Rhodes said : 

We, theri-foro, possoaa tho land, minerals 
and territory from Mifuking to Tanganyika 
— that is 1,200 miles long and 500 bro.ul. I 
might aay with respect to that country, 
that I see no future diflioulties in so 
far as risings of tho natives aro 
concerned. We havo aatiefiod the 
people throughout tho whole of it, and wo 
may say that wo have now come to that 
point when we can deal without tbe risk of 
war with the peaoeful development of the 
country. 

It has been said by Mr. Labouohoro and 
others that tbe war was a wanton one and 
tbe natives were dealt with in tbe most cruel 
and treacherous manner by the Enropean 

invaders. Mr. Rhodes docs not answer tho 
ohargiis directly, but what ho says leaves 
a very dilVon^ut iniproaaion on the mind of 
cho reader of hia speech — 

I will not refer, he aays, to tho ciuses that 
led to our late war, but I may toll ycu very 
frankly that wo either had to have that war 
or leave the country. I do not hiamo the 
Matabolo. Thoir system was a military 
syati iii ; I hey, onoo a year, raided tho 
Burrnundiug people, and such a system wus 
impoaaible for our development. Conclu- 
sions were tried, and thoy oame to a sue 
cesaful issue as far as we were concerned. I 
might Dinko one renuik witli respect to 
that war — that to refer to the men who 
took part in it as political adventurers was 
a mistake. You can Cjiiite underetand that, 
however hard tho limes wore, yju would 
not risk your life unless there was aometbing 
other than a profit from ths possible chance 
of obtaining a farm at the end of the war, of 
the value now of about £50. The cause 
really why the people volunteered so readi- 
ly was that they had adopted this now 
oouatry as their home, and they saw very 
oloarly that unless they tried issues with tbe 
Matabele rbey would have to leave the 
country. I think that Is the best reply to 
tbe charge that the men who took a part in 
that war did II for tbe sake of loot and 
profit. 

The " Little Englanders " for whom Mr, 
Rhodes evinces the most supremo contempt 
are aUvaya ready to declare ti)at colonists 
aro not self-reliant, that they are in all their 
difficulties ready to fly to tbe Mother Conn 
try for help and th»t they are consequently 
a dead weight for her to carry — all exponoe 
and no profit:. Mr. Rhodes m far as the 
settlers on the South African Company's 
landa are concerned meets this reproach by 
a prompt and point blank denial. He says 
that as far ao the colonists are concerned 
" the boot is on the other leg. For four 
years we (tbe British South Africa Com- 
pany) have found the cost of administration 
of ono of your own provinces and we are 
proud to think that wo havo yearly paid Into 
Her Majesty's treasury a sum for the yearly 
administration of one of her own provinces 
bocause Governments were unable to face 
the House of Commons to ask them to con- 
tribute to their obligations." 

Tho prospects for tho new territory are 
bright. The revenue (£50,000) goes a long 
woy towards mooting the expenditure and 
there ia no doubt that it will rapidly in 
crease. Values are rising in the settled 
parts of tho territory. " A stand," which 
appears to be tbe South African for a town 
lob, which was bought six months ago for 
£160, sold on the day before Mr. Rhodes 
delivered hia lecture (there is already tele 
graphic cinimnnication between Huluwayo 
and London) for £3,000. The now posses 
sioo has advantages of telegraphic and rail- 
road communication, whiob were not so 
much as dreamt of three years ago.

A new process fir exhibiting the various 

food fishes that inhabit the waters cf tho 
province has juat been undertaken by Mr 
John Fannin, curator of the provincial 
museum. Hitherto the fish have been 
atuffdd and exhibited In liquids, but tho 
process has neverlieenaaatkftetoryoDe aa 
the specimens could not be seen to advan- 
tage. Lately Mr. Fannin aeourod from tho 
Smithsonian inatituto dirootiona fjr making 
a composition caat cf fishes, the spccimona 
being afterwards painted in the natural 
colors of the fish represented. Tho process 
haa been in use in the Smithsonian institute 
for I hi past three yeara and has answered so 
well that the old methods of preserving fiah 
specimona have boon altogether abandoned. 
Firet a plaster of Paris oast ia made of a fish; 
then into thia mould ia poured the com- 
position compoBod mainly cf gelatine, glue 
and wax. Thia takes a very aharp Impres- 
sion and when it hardona ia not unlike 
India rubber in appoaranco and nature. 
Tho minuteat marks cf aoalea or 
fins are wonderfully well brought 
out and color ia all iliar ia lacking. Tnis 
coloring is being dono in oils by Mr. Shrap- 
nel, R.A , with a real li-ih as a copy and the 
result is that it would be hard indeed to toll 
tho imitation from tho real. Eor inatanco 
one Bpeoimeo of a big floundir laid oare- 
lessly on a board In the working room of the 
museum was mistaken for a gennine fish so 
natural ia it. 

Mr Fannin waB yesterday busy making u 
model from a plaster caat of a largo black 
cod, while quite a few spooimena of amallor 
tiah have already been completed. It ia the 
intention to mako a apooimen of every food 
fiah native of provincial waters, and tho 
value of such a collection will certainly bo 
very great, ViBitors to the city will be 
able to see what very valuable varieties of 
fiah are to be caught in Britiah Columbia 
waters and this will no doubt result in in- 
creased interest in the fishing industry. 

One great advantage of these models ia 
that they will last for many years just as 
fresh and bright as when they are turned 
out of the workshop.

Prayem by Rev. Dr. Campbell. 

Hon. Col 13akkii introduoed a bill in- 
tituled " An tkoi to amond tbe niinea (ooal) 
aot, 51 Viat., chap. 83, aud amondiog ttots." 
Read a &cn^. tltiie. 

Mk. E OUSTER moved: "That whereas 
the Delta municipality intenda cominenoiDR 
and eroolinq imniediatoly an txtonaivo sya- 
tem of dyking, and spending a large amount 
of money in eo doing, and as the said dykes 
will bo erected along the banks of iho Fraser 
river and Ciinoe pass to the gulf of Georgia, 
and along the gulf of Georgia ; and whereas 
the said river and the gulf of Georgia aro 
continually enoroaohing on the lands and 
undermining and caving the banks of the 
land on tho river and on the gulf of 
Georgia, thereby endangering very greatly 
in a number of pUcos Iho said banks along 
tho lino where the propoacd dykea are to be 
erected ; and whereas should theao protec- 
tion works not be immediately ciirriod out it 
would have the efTuoO of preventing the 
propoflod dyking and reclamation coheme 
from being onrrieJ out, thereby keeping 
property comp.»rativoly valueloeo, which, if 
these proteotioa works were oouatruoted, to- 
gether with the proposed dyking oohome,

Agreed to. 

The report from oommitteo on tho bill for 
the destruction of thlntlea was udnpttd. 
Bill read a third time and paBted. 

NEW WHSTMI.S'.STICK (Ul.MlTEK. 

Mr. Helmoken, on coneideration of ro- 
port on the New VAT'eetniineter bill, moved 
to insert a clause restricting to British aub- 
jeotB tbe right to vote on money by laws. 

The amendment was opposed by Mr. iCon- 
nedy, tbe promoter of tbe bill, but adopted 
on division. 

Mb Hblbiokicn moved an amendment ro- 
qniring a three fifths majority of the votes 
cast, to pass a money by-law. 

This amendment also was opposed by 
Mr. Kennedy, but carried on divieion of 15 
to 12. 

Mr Kennedy moved that farther oonsid- 
eration of the report be postponed. Agreed 
to. 

COUNTY COURTS ACT. 
Tho report from oomuiitteo on tho county 
oourta ftoc amendment bill (Mr, Ebarte) was 
adopted. Bill read o third time and passed. 
ISLAKS MOVNTAIir QUABTZ MIU.. 

Mb Semun asked: (*.) Has tbe amount 
$20,000 advaneed by the government in aid 
of quartz mill to owners of Island Mountain 
mineral claim been repaid to tho govorn- 
ment? (b ) Has any application been made 
by any one for purchaso or uao of the said 
mill to any member of tho government? (o ) 
What reply wua given to such appliomt? 
(d.) Who cow owna ea'd quartz mill ? 

Hon Mn Davie— (a ) No. (b ) Yea. (c ) 
That the government wero disposed to favor- 
ably coDfllder the proposition but in view cf 
tho largo expenditure by tho owners of tho 
property it was thought that they should 
receive oonsidoration. Tho matter stood 
over on tho understonding that tho uppli. 
cants to purohaao and tho owners would ar- 
rive at some agreement which would secure 
tho development of the property and be 
satiafaciory to tho government; meanwhile 
the govornmcDthavo given tho owners of the 
laland Mountain property notice of fore- 
closure of their interests, (d. ) Tbe owners 
of ihi Island Mountain property, subject to 
the claims of the government. 

CANADA WESTERN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr Davie asked leave to introduce 
a bill iniituled " An aot relating to tho 
Canadian Woitern Central Railway." 

Mr. Semun said that while it is not 
usual to object to grunting leave for tho in- 
troduction tf a bill, ho thought tho preeent 
case might aln)08t bo cooaidered an ex- 
ceptional one, in view cf the statement by 
tho Premier aomo time ago that he would 
not bring down any other bllla cf im- 
portance this session except that relating to 
the lands in tho railway belt. He therefore 
considered the introduction cf thia bill a 
breach tf faith. He oon.sldored that thia 
waa tho wrong time to introduce a measure 
of such importance — the housa being on tho 
evo of prorogation. Nothing hud been so 
muoh diacussect at tho general oleotiona aa 
this Canada Western project, which waa 
also, ho thought, referred to in His Honor'a 
speeoh at the opening of the session ; and he 
contended that the bill oould just as well 
have been brought in six weeks or two 
months ago. 

Hon Mr Datie said be did not think he 
had given tbe house the assurance men- 
tioned by the hon. leader of tbe opposition, 
that be wculd not bring In any further 
measnroi, hut at all events he did not know 
at that time that it would be necessary to 
bring in this bill. Ho ouggeuled that tho 
hon. gentleman fhould wait until ho saw tho 
bill, aa ho would then probably udmit that 
it ia a very ncoeaaury uud proper ono, and 
one that no person cin reaannably object to. 

Motion agreed to ; bill read a tiret lime. 

KArl.VVAY IIKI.T LANDS. 

Hon. Mr. Davie introduced a, bill in. 
tituled " An aot respeotiog lands granted to 
the Dominion government." Read a first 
time. 

COAI. MINES REGULATION. 

Mr Hunter, on oonsidoration of the re- 
port on the coal mines regulation bill, moved 
the amendment which he had proposed in 
committee, to ooEfioe to those employed in 
tbe mine concerned the right to make com- 
plaint respecting persons alleged to be un- 
safe. He pointed out that to allow ontsidera 
to interfere would possibly subject tho mine 
owners to very great annoyance, without 
any addition to tho safely of tho men cm- 
ployed. 

Mil RiTiiKT hoped I ho anicmliiient would 
be Carried, aa it would bo a L;rcai mialakoto 
open tho door to allow internsttd and per- 
hapa malicious partieu to interfere with 
tho buainesB of olhero. He thought the 
arguments used in support of the bill as it 
Btood had been weak, and not jnstified by 
tho facta. 

Mu liRYDEN also supported tho amend- 
ment, pointing out that it is In tho interest 
of tho employers not to ollnw in tho mine 
any ucsafo men, not only bDoauKo of the 
liability to diaaatroua accident, but because 
a man who is unenfo beoauae he cannot un- 
derstand orders iiiuat at tho same time bo 
an unprofitable workman. Ho thought that 
in view of the great precautions now taken 
by tho owners to ensure the safety of their 
mince, and tho cousfquent immunity from 
accident in tho past, they should not bo 
subjected to the annoyance which might be 
caused to them if (bis amendment is not 
adopted. 

Mb Booth, while beliaTing that the 
mines in this proviuoa aro already as safe as 
it ia poaslble to inake them, said he had al 
waya held that the men employed in a 
mine ahonld have the right to object to the 
employment of dangerous persona alongside 
them, without endangering their own poal.

Hon. Mr Davie osked tho home to con- 
sider now whether It was advisable to adopt 
the report on this bill, evon though it had 
been deprived of Ita miachievous features by 
tho several amendments made. Anyone 
oould see, ho said, by tho way in which it 
had passed through the house, that It is 
simply a conflict between olasees, such as 
the house should not take a part in. Noth- 
ing, he considered, is more oalonlated to de- 
stroy the oonfidenoe of capital in inveatmenta 
in this province than legislation of this 
questionable character. In view of the fact 
that tl^'e bill has be^n shorn of tbe very fea- 
tures whiob the hon. gentleman who intro- 
duced It most wished to see incorporated, 
a.id as it could not in its present shape ao 
complieh the objsot first intended, he oould 
not Bee tho use of now passing it Into law, 
Tho bill had been made a mere mass of con- 
flioting eentenoea and principles, and he felt 
sure it an now bo of no uao to thoao 
who promoted it. The eflfeot would 
alniply bo miaohiovoua, aa he had eaid ho- 
fore, and the coinmictco having drawn the 
teeth of tho bill ho thought it would bo iho 
wisest course for tho houan to dofcat it alto, 
golhor. Ho would thoreforo oppoao tho 
adoption of Iho report. 

Major Wuttf.u wiahed to allirm the 
opinion ho lu.d provioualy stated that tho 
bill waa a uaeful ono, aud for that roaaou ho 
would now vote to place it on tho statute 
book. 

Mr. Bcioth wiahed the report adopted, 
for the a,iniu reaaon, 

Mr. Williams said he knew aothing 
about coal miniiig, but he could see notbiog 
wrong about the hill, 

Hon, Col. Bakkr reminded the house 
that on the second reading ho had apoken 
against interfering with the rights of any 
person, but that fdatnre having been altered 
he would now vote for the adoption of the 
report, 

Mr. Helmcken eald ho had been told 
that the bill as now amended ia satisfactory 
to all parties concerned, and therefore ho 
would vote for the adoption of the report. 

The report was adopted on division, Hon. 
Messrs. Davio and Martin voting nay ; and 
the bill was read a third time and puasjd, 

SUNDAY OBSEBTANOE, 

Tho house went into committee on the 
Sunday observance bill, Mr. Adams In the 
chair. Several important provisions, besides 
all tho preamble except tho enacting clause, 
were struck out, after long disoosslon, and 
the bill wua reported complete as follows : — 

"1. This act may bo cited as the 'Sun> 
day observance aot, 1895 ' 

" 2. It ahall not he lawful for any mor- 
ohant, tradesman, artiQcer, meohanio, work- 
man, laborer, or other person whataoovor, 
on Sunday, to sell or publicly show forth or 
expose or offer for sale any goods, chattels, 
or other personal property, or any real es- 
tate ; Provided, always, that drugs and 
medicines may be sold at any time, and that 
the aale of periabable food may take place 
alter 1 p m. 

"A Sunday ahall ho considered a day of 
rest, and no ordinary work shall bo per- 
mitted except upon occasion of reasonable 
necessity. 

" 3. Any person convicted before a justice 
of tho peace or police magistrate of any act 
by Bootion 2 declared not to bo la«ful, upon 
the oath or aflirmation of one or more than 
ono credible witnuss, or upon view had of 
tho offence by tho said justice or police 
magistrate himself, shall for every such 
oiTence be fined in a aum not exceeding Gf y 
doUara nor less than ..one dollar, together 
with the costs and obargea attending the 
proceedings and conviction. 

" 4, Tho prosecution for any oCTence 
punishable under this aot shall be com- 
menced within one week »f'.artbe oommls. 
aion of the offence, and not afterwards." 

MINERAL ACT. 

Thft report on tho mineral oct amendment 
bill was agiin taken up, and some amend- 
menta being made further consideration 

wia deferred. 

PARLIAMENT BDILDINOS CONTRACT. 

Hon. Mu. Davie aekod tho indulgonco of 
the houBo while ho refiirrcd to a motion of 
which bo had given notice during lliu uf er. 
noun, fur the purpuao c f huviug the report on 
tho tubject of tho new parlinnieut buildinga 
contracta referred buck to tho apocial com- 
mittee. Ho would like, if poEaible, to bo 
able to mako that motion now, us ho had u 
muea of information to luy boforo tho bouse 
which it would tuko hiui an hour or uti hour 
and a half to prenenl, thi.H containing thn 
grounda on which lu would muko tho mo- 
tion refern d to. It is a matter of tho very 
greateat importanoo that a report auoh ua 
that laid before tho houao tlio other day 
should bo corrected at tho earliest poaaible 
moment, for ho felt obliged to say that it 
containa only a half Btatoment of tho f.ictn, 
and is very misleading indeed. While ho 
did not blame tho committee for not report- 
ing tho other side, which probably wae not 
laid before them, ho must say that tho re- 
port is so meagre, and so devoid of tbe faoti 
necessary to an understanding of the real 
situation, that It ia mialoading and evon un- 
truthful to a very great extent. It is prac 
tically an arraignment of tbe govern- 
ment, upon evidence at the taking 
of which tho government waa not in 
any way reprcsoutcd, and ia also an 
airalgrinient of tho conduct of all connected 
with tho mutter, Thia evidence waa elicited 
by a lawyer who practically took Iho part 
of proueoutor, without there being any oroFs 
examination of tho wltneaaca. Wtien the 
hon. gentlemen who wero on tho committee 
heard tho contnnta of tho documenta which 
ho proposed to road, and tho other facts 
which ho would (juotn, they would ho fell; 
coiifuioiu be aatonluhed that they hud been 
led into making auoh a report. He liud 
cpent coneidcrnblo time einco tho report waa 
preaentod in looking up and arranging thr. 
facta now in his poaaeESicn, and if the licuno 
did not wish him to go on at proacnt, ho 
would aak that at least ho bo permitted to 
atato them to-morrow, instead of waiting 
until Thursday, when tho two daya' notice 
would bo up. 

Mr Kitchen— Is tho ovidenco printed ? 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Tbe evidence is not 
printed. 

Mb, Wiluaus— Then yon cannot diacnas 

it. 

Hon. Mr. Datie ssid he waa aatonlahed 
to hear the hon. gentleman say thia, nhen 
ho waa the very man who the other day 
asked that the evidence be not printed. 

Mr. Cotton anggeated that it wonld be 
better to bring np the matter to-morrow. 

Ms, Seuuk did not aee why the Hon. 



Attornoy-Genoral should say that tho gov- 
ernmonD were not repreaented, when the ma- 
j irity of the inemheraof the oommittee Were 
their auppor o a 

Hon Mr Davik coiuted out that tho 
meiiibiira of tho cunmiitceo waro there aa 
judges, and not to proaecuto or defend any- 
one or to be partisan. Ho wua of raid, how- 
ever, that on tho other aide there hftd boon 
those who had taken a partisan view, and ono 
hon. gentleman appeared to hava taken tho 
position of prosecutor. No doubt, as it 
turned out, tho government should have 
been reprcBontod at the meetings of the 
committee, but such not having been tho 
case ho wiahed to repair the iojury djno 
at tho oarlieat moment poisihlo. 

Mr Booth, as a member of the oommit- 
tee, wished to state that he did not sit there 
as a government supporter, nor had he ever 
sat on any committee for tho purpoao of ad- 
vanoing ono side or the other. Ho had had 
no communication with any member of the 
government about serving on the oommittee, 
and did not even know who nominated him. 

Mr. Willia.m.s expressed aatonlahmont at 
tho remarks of the Attorney-General with 
respect to him, and denied that he had in 
any way been partisan. He wished to say, 
ton, that he thought tbe remarks in the 
Times prejndioial to tbe Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Worka were quite tinaalled 
for, so far as he could form an, opinion from 
what he had heard in the oommittee. He 
thought that hon. gentlemen wonld have 
quito enough to answer for without blaming 
bim when he does not deaorvo it. Ho must 
say that tbe Attorooy-Gonoral piiid too high 
a tribute to his ability in aayingor inferring 
that he hud so influenced tbe committee. 
RoHpocting the oviderc i, he had not wished 
to have it printed aimply out of deferojice to 
tho architect, who should have an opportun- 
ity of answering tbe statements there con- 
tuiuod. 

Mr Hf.lmckkn said ai ono good turn 
dcBct vea unoiher, and aa Mr, WilUama had 
kindly come to llio defence of tho t'hiof 
(' jmmisaionor, ho wiahed to aay that it 
aoumed quito aa unfair for the Attorney- 
Oonoral to uccuae Mr. Willifvma aa it had 
been for llio Timoa to accuao Hon. Mr. Mar- 
tin, lliing a lawyer Mr. Williuma had 
naturally taken the leading part in eliciting 
tho evidence, but ho hud not aotod in a par- 
tial manner, 

Mr. Bryden and Mr, McGregor alao da- 
dared that Mr, Wllliama had acted aa 
chairman In a moat impartial manner. 

Hon. Mr Davie said ho must accept, and 
gladly did so, the statements of tho hon. 
gentlemen that Mr. Williams acted on tho 
committee in an impartial manner, but it 
did appear to him that tho chairman did not 
go far enough in elloiting tho evidence. 
While the mcmbors generally ooonpiod a 
judicial position, he felt bound to say that 
Mr. Williams did act aa a proaeoutor — 
though no doubt a fair prosecutor so far as 
bis information went. But be sua- 
ceeded In bringiog out only half tbe 
truth, leaving nndiscloaed another combina- 
tion of faota which ho ventured to aay wonld 
astonish the chairman when he found It out, 
as he would have had he pushed hia investi- 
gationa a tittle farther. 

Mr Kitchen asked that the evidence be 
printed, and declared hia intention of op- 
poeing any motion on the subject in the 
meantime. 

Tbe matter dropped for tbe preaent, after 
further diacusaion,

And whoreas, by virtue of tho powers 
conferred by tho lust. recited aot, tho Lieu- 
tenant -(Jovernor in Council did extond tho 
time for auoh oommencomont of actual work 
of conatruniioii until the firat dny of 
AugUHt, ISIJI, and ucluvl work of conatrud 
tion Wtti, before tho Buid lirsi; day of Auguut, 
189-1, duly commenced accordingly ; 

Aud whoiouB it ia on^ctod by aoc- 
tion 1)7 of an aot pussed in tho 
;)2nd yeir cf the present roign, 
obspter .'i t, intituled " An aot to incor- 
porato the Canadian Western Csnlral Rkil- 
way Company," aa amended by tho " Canu- 
diau Weolorn extension act, 1803," that the 
work of oooetruobion upon tho said railway 
ahall be prosecuted by the expenditure of a 
anm of not lesa than two hundred thousand 
doltara per year, and the whole work shall 
bo oompleted wibbin eight years from such 
onmmonoement : Provided, always, that 
after tho company shall have bona fido ex- 
pondod ub leust two million dollars in their 
undertaking, tho requiromont of any stated 
yearly expenditure shall cease : 
And whereas it ii expedient to extend the 



time for tho prosecution of the yearly o 
psndituro of two hundred thousand dollars 
mentioned in tho said aeotlon 37 : 

Therefore, Her Majesty, by and with tho 
ndvicn and uonaentol the IiOgislative Assem- 
bly cf Iho Province of British' Oolumbiu, 
ennctH as follows : 

1. This Buid statute, pasfed In the fifty 
Booond year of the present roign, chapter 34, 
intituled "An aot to incorporate tho Cana- 
dian Weatoru Railway (Jumpnny," aa 
amended ua aforesaid, may hercnf tor ba, and 
ia, iu this act oitcd as the "Canada Western 
incorporation aob, 1880," and this not may 
bo citod as the "Canada Western extenilon 
act, 1895," 

2 Notwithstanding anybhing contained 
in tho "Canada Western incorporation aot, 
1889," tho whole work s'ball be completed 
within eight years, dating from tbe first day 
uf May, 1896, and in tbe meantime shall bo 
proseouted by expenditure of a sum of not 
leas than two hundred thousand doUara per 
annum, commencing on the first day of May, 
18913. 

3, In default of tho yearly expenditure 
provided by this aot and oomplebion of tho 
road in oompliance herewith, tho land lub 
sidy and Other privilegaa, conferred by an 
act passed in the 62ad year of the present 
reign, chapter 20, intltnlad "An tcl) to 
authorize the erantine of a certain land 
subsidy for and in aid of tbe Canadian 
Weatern Central railway," which may here, 
after bo cited as the " Canadian Western 
subsidy act," and all other benefits oon. 
ferred upon tbe company, whether by tbe 
last-recited or uny othor act, shall cease 
and determine, but upon oompliance by tbe 
company with tho condition of tho pro

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Corporation of tho City

WjiKit!£A8 by virtue of tho Municipal Act, 
189-2, and Amond ing Acts, every municipality 
may under tho condilionR contained therein, 
borrow from any pcraon auoh aum of money 
not oxceedlr K, however, an amount equal to 
Bovcnly-flvo por cent, of tho amount of tnxea 
coUccleil durinK tho yirovioua year (1831) of tho 
sum that waa levied that year by a Konetal 
rato upon laud, improveiuenta or real Drop 
orty In tho municipality, and boarinB auch rato 
of intoroat aa may bo rcquiaito, to meet tho 
current legal oxpendituro of tho Corporation 
which becomes payable out of tho annual 
revenue before the revenue for the year be- 
comes payable by the tax payers; 

And ■whereas aovonty-fivo per cent, of tho 
amount of taxes upon land, improvements or 
real property, collected during tho year 18!)1, of 
tho aum that waa levied that year by a general 
rate upon land, improvomentaorreal property, 
waa ?r21,3J0.1.-i; 

Ani> whereas to meet tho current lORal ox. 
pondlluro of tho Corporation ot the City of 
Victoria for tho year ISOi, payable out ot tho 
annual rovonuo, boforo auch revenue for auch 
year becomes payable by tho tax payors. It Is 
requiBite for the aala Corporation to borrow 
tho aum of 9120,000; 

TiiicitEKORE the Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation o( the City Of Victoria enacts as 
foUowa: 

Sec. 1. It ahall be lawful (or the Corporation 
of tho City ot Victoria by tho Mayor and tho 

Finance Committeo thereof, to borrow upon 
tho credit of the aaid Corporation from any 

poraon or poraona, llrm or flrma, corporation or 
corporatlona who may bo willinK to advance 
tho same, tho sum of ?l20,tOO, In auch amounts 
and at auch timoa aa uubjoot as hereinafter pro 
vided tho aiiino may In Iho opinion of tho 
Mayor and llio Kinanco Committeo of tho 
Council bo required, boariog intercat at a 
rato not oxcoediuK live por centum per annum 

Sec, 2, Tho nionoy ao horrowed ahall bo ox 
peiidod in defraying I ho current IcRal eximnses 
of tho aald Corporation for tho year IKlj, and 
ahall, tOKOlhor with tho interest thereon, bo 
ro-payablo and repaid to tho lender or londora 
thereof, on or boforo tho 31st day ot Decombor, 
IB'.'a, out ot tho municipal rovonuo for tho said 
year. 

Sec. 3. Tho amount ao borrowed and intoreal 
thereon shall bo a liability ot tho aaid Corpora 
tlon p-iyable out of the nuiriicipal revonuo foi 
current year IS'Jj, and tho form of obli^^allon to 
bo given aa acknowlodgmont of such liability 
ahall bo a promiaaory note or notes to tho said 
lender or londora as the sums may bo required 
algncd by tho Mayor and the FinancoCommltteo 
and tho Clork of the said Corporation, and 
buaring the soal ot tho said Corporation, all of 
which notes shall be made payable on or be- 
fore the Slst December, 1895. and shall contain

Sco. i. In the construction ot this By-law tho 
expreaalODS "Land" and "Improvemonta."

tho moaning givon to them in tbe Municipal 
Act, 1892, and amondmonta thereto. 

Sec. C>. ThiH Ryliiw may be cited as the "An- 
nual Loan Uy-luw. 1835."

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A WOMAN OF TODAY. 

WHY SHE HAS ENTERED THE RANK3 
OF LABOR. 



Counteas Norraikorr Defends the Modorn 
Woman— Her Hard Battle— A Slenlflcant 
InnoTatlon — Conditions Wbloli Mnat Be 
faced Bravely — Tlie Widened Sphere.

Tlao uow woman marks an innovation 
in. *tiie feminine world more sigaifioant 
than mankind is ivblo to realize. It is 

not fair to dorido this fin dosieolo prod- 
Tiot, for ciroumstancos htivo mado lior 
what shu is. It i.s customary for mon in 
high places to tell hor that "her proper 
sphere is the hoiuo;" that her highest 
aim in life is a bonntifnl reproduction 
of the race, and that to tho monotonous 
rock of tho cradlo and tho never cndiiiR 
stitch of tho needle must all her high 
and holy ambitious bo sacriflced. In 
other words, they tell ns she should bo- 
oome a iionsehold maohine, an antoma- 
ton to supply tho family needs, with 
never a thought of tho indwelling soul 
that requires but tho touch of tho niagio 
wand of lovo to wakou it into life, that 
soul which, when aronsed, 'roaponds to 
Jinmanity'a needs as the soul of man 
never nan. 

But it is ironj" of tho cruelest kind to 
talk or even to think of woman in such 
a restricted light. Tracing down through 
past agea, what do wo find? What does 
history reveal to us? TJiat many great 
and gifted beings have ahvays oxi.sd'il 
who were acknowledged as such, and 
across whose fair foreheads tho logoiHi 
"woman" waa written. It is not tlio 
past, however, with which wo havo to 
deal, but tho living present, with its 
endless porpluxitioa arid struggles. 

If lionio is the place where ahiiic 
woman should shine, might I ask bow 
many of tlio oarnost, thoughtful work- 
ers of the cnrrent era have homes? Are 
not the majority already struggling for 
the barest existence — often, too, with 
others depoiident on their exertions? 

It is unnatural to aupposo that woman 
enters the ranks of laborers merely to 
gratify a passing whim or to exploit 
somo special fad. Moropver, in this ago 
of progress and advanced thought, why 
shonld she bo relegated to the roar rank 
in the march of progression? Conditions, 
both social and economic, have forced 
her into the competitive arena, and onco 
there sbo has learned to make the most 
of her opportunity. It would Indeed bo 
strango if it wcro not so, for allied to a 
keenly analytic mind woman to a pecul- 
iar degreo possesses uudncing patience. 
' It is true that women, as a class, are 
Im'pnlslye, bat it ia impnlao bom of in- 
tuition. Tho same might bo said in re- 
gard to our methods of roasoning. Tho 
mind of woman achieves results through 
different prooessea from those of the 
mind of man. Be, it seems, must reach 
a oonclnsioa by slow logio, while she in- 
tuitively obtains a like result with u 
bound and often without knowing ex- 
actly how. Thus, while man's actions 
aro governed solely by sluggish reason, 
those of woman aro largely duo to quick 
intuition. 

Tho new woman has had a hard bat- 
tle to fight, for in most instances she 
has been greatly misnndoratood. She is 
generally regarded by conservatives 
among her own sex and most of tho 
male contingent as a pushing, aggress- 
ive creature devoid of all those divine 
qualities which coustitnto fomalo lov- 
ablones.s. This ia a mistaken attribute 
with which to endow tho new woman, 
for sho oftentimes — in fact, it ia the mlo 
— turns out to bo tho daintiest bit of 
femininity iniagiuablo. A positive will 
allied to earnest effort does not neces- 
sarily -indicate a large, masculine, for- 
bidding looking woman. 

Comparisons aro frequently made be- 
tween tho women of thoprcsaut day and 
thaso of past decades, frequently to tho 
disparagement of the former. Grandma, 
I confess, was a deai; lovable old lady. 
Strictly proper in every sense of the 
word, sho was content to sit by tho fire- 
aido ministering contentedly first to the 
wants of her children and afterward to 
those of their children. But wo must 
remember that grandpa played an impor- 
tant part in tboso days. He stood ready 
with shield and buckler to protect his 
faitliful holpiiKiCt from the slightest 
passing stonii of life. Grandma did not 
have to think day by day how to so- 
<3nre the food to fill the hungry months 
around her. Grandpa attended to all 
that, rejoicing in tlio right whicli his 
manhood had given hiiu. Tluis his de- 
voted wife could well afford to play tho 
personification of goutleness and good 
nature, seated in tho "iugleiiook. " 

Thoso were tho days when tho coun- 
try wa.-i wlion foreign ininiigration 
had not invaded our shores and when 
overpopulatod cities of clio old world 
had not landed at our doors their sur- 
plus, unfed, unhonsod poor. It is thoso 
wago reducers that to a groat extent 
have helped to bring about tho prciont 
unequal and unjust fitato of affairs. Tho 
influx of tho non-English speaking ele- 
ment among the lower classes has been 
a bar to material progross. Innred for 
oontnrlos to poverty, they can sustain 
lifo on tho merest pittance. Henco tho 
father of an American family, no longer 
able to socuro tho samu compensation 
for his labor as of old, ia forced to call 
upon sons and daughters alike to aid in 
keeping tho wolf from tho door. 

Is woman, tliun, to be blamed for con- 
ditions over which she has no control? 
It ia tho cause which should bo probed 
to tho root, not tho effect alono which 
should bo censured and derided. Our 
greatest men havo invariably rison from 
uniall beginnings, and why iliould not 
equal success attend tho footsteps of the 
new woman? Sho is a glorious creature, 
endowed with all tho gifts of tho gods. 
What, then, is to retard her progress? 
Always the ruler of tho household, sho 
has by her present action moroly widen- 
ed tho sphere of her usef ulne.ss. Into tho 
larger field of oxperiouco she stops forth 
in battle array, prepared to live or die 
by tho result of the contest. Make way 
.for the new woman 1

MDNICifAL ACT. 



The Host Important Amendmentg Proposed 
by the BUI Now Before the Home. 

The bill to amend tho municipal act intro 
dnced yesterday on the report of the select 
committep, and standing in tho name of Mr. 
Riiliot, couniats of twen' V aix seoliona con- 
taining the following chief proviaion^ : — 

A councillor bhuU r« ((uiro the (jualifioilion 
t f a male BriMeh subjict owni.ig property 
asaeseed at $'JoO clear, or who being a home- 
steader or pre-emptnr ia aasessed for $500 
over any toi^iatcrod judgment, and is other- 
wise ijualified aa a voter. 

Municipal cnuncila may allow electors 
fltherwi.s) (jualitiod to vutu notwitliBtandlng 
non-piiy meat of taxes. 

]!y laws may bo pueaed for aeizing and 
forfeiting broad and other articlca when of 
light weight or short moaeurement ; and for 
preventing t ho uRe of doliterioua matcriale 
in r7i'<kiut< broad. 

Attho ity is given for ocnsbructing sew- 
ers ouiaide the eity. 

Commissioners to manage the oonatruo- 
lion of sewerage, draiuage and dyking 
works may bo appninled by the council or 
elected by the ra.epay-jrf, annually. 

In all cities incorporated under the act, 
ezoepb Victoria, the council may exempt 
improyements from taxation altogether. 

Arrears cf taxes shall bei r six per oent, in- 
tereit from tlie end of the year when due. 

Statute labor liability shall be determined 
npou the basis of aaaessments npon land in- 
atead of upon real property. 

The heading "Club Tax" ia introduoed to 
remove the aeotion relating to oinbs from 
under the mialsading caption of " Trades 
Lloenaes." These institutions, if their 
members consume therein intoxicating, 
spirituous or malt liquorp, are to pay In ad- 
vance annually a tax of SIOO. 

The enactment of l.s9,'i respecting police 
oomniisaioDers ia repealed and tho following 
Bubatiluted : "2U1a. In every city or town 
municipality in the province there la hereby 
constituted a board of cominlBaionora cf 
police i and such board shall oonaiat of tho 
mayor and two aldornion, to In up. 
pointed by tho oounoil, and tho mayor, or 
person appointed in his room, shall be 
ex oliicio chairman (f tho board, and any 
two members of tho bo.ird shall constitute a 
quorum for tho trausaotion of business. In 
c&so tho ofiioo of mayor is vacant, tho coun- 
cil may appoint one of tlioir number to act 
In his place during tho vacancy." 

In addition to tho total rate heretofore 
authorized, a special rate not exceeding one 
mill In the dolUr may be levied for board uf 
iiealtb Mid hospital pnrpoua.

A Tokio dispatch saya a Japaneao admiral 
reports that tho Japanese blow np the maga- 
zine of the Whip tam f<rt a*. Wei-Hai-Wei 
nn February 8. On tho !);h two ahella from 
the eastern forts atiuck the Chinese cruiser 
Chen Yuen, which immediately sunk. Th 
Whip tam fort has been silent since the 
blowing np of its magazine and it is probab 
ly evacuated. Tho Japanese have cap- 
tured the enemy's torpedoes. The enemy's 
^hips are firing machine guns nightly in 
order to avert tho torpedo attack on them. 
A dispatch from Wei-Hai-Wei says the 
Chinese General Tai oommitted suicide on 
February 7 in a fit of anger at a decision of 
some of his offieers. 

A Shanghai dispatob says the recall of the 
Chinese peaoe envoys was the result of a 
coDBoltation of the Cbineae authorities with 
the foreign oiinisters.

Beleian Anarchists Severely Punished for At- 
tempting Explosions. 

— The trial of the sixteen 
Anarchists who were charged with blowing 
up the house of the Burgomaster of tho city 
on April 22 and with attempting to blow 
up tho churoh of St. Jacques, was ended to 
day. Eight of tho accused prisoners wore 
aontonced to terms of imprisonment 
varying from penal servitude for lifo to 
three years. The others wore acquitted, 
Some of tho condemned men resist 
od removal from tho dook and 
there was a severe strugglo. One 
of the prisoners, named Bach, 
leaped over the dock, shouted insults at the 
Judge and fought savagely with the gend- 
armes. The scum of the oity are angered 
ab the severity of the sentence and the 
police have made preparations for possible 
rioting. 

CANADIAN COPYUIGIIT. 

Tho Brltiah Government Called On to Declare 
Its IntentlouB In the Matter.

They eay that they acted In 
ntlf-defonco, aa tho natives menaced their 
lives.
